The Miller pesticide residue amendment did not 
emerge overnight, but rather the culmination 
series legislative events and hearings over the years 
that might well reviewed here since they were destined 
improve regulations pertaining the safe use 
pesticides. 

Background Information Pesticide Legislation. 
Actually the Miller amendment recent amendment 
the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act 1938, 
wherein Congress made specific provision for the regu- 
lation pesticide residues food. Then there were 
only few pesticide chemicals the market com- 
pared with large number today. The increasing use 
and recognition the necessity utilizing many 
chemicals the production adequate and whole- 
some food supply have led efforts for simplified 
procedure and more prompt issuance 
Under this old law, regulations limiting the amount 
pesticidal residue that may remain food have 
been issued only one instance, although has been 
effect for over fifteen During this time control 
was through unofficial and informal tolerances. 

1947 the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and 
Rodenticide Act was passed direct control over 
the interstate marketing pesticide chemicals. This 
Act, administered the Department Agriculture, 
has been influential through stringent label-acceptance 
procedures getting the public use materials accord- 
ing directions the label, order obtain maximum 
effectiveness. and assure safe use the operator 
and hazard the Consultation was had 
with the Food and Drug Administration safety 
residues before product was registered. 

January 1950, the Food and Drug Administration 
the Department Health, Education and Welfare 
(HEW) began detailed hearings for the purpose gather- 
ing information upon which base the establishment 
tolerances residues various pesticides fresh 
fruits and vegetables. The hearings, which terminated 
September 15, 1950, were estimated cost half- 
million dollars government, industry, 
organizations, and the various land-grant colleges. 
tremendous volume evidence was taken. Persons 
interested seeing the establishment tolerances 
guide lines carrying out their respective responsi- 
bilities the pesticide field were much disappointed 
because proposed tolerances did not materialize until 
October 20, 1954. 

Before these hearings were completed, the so-called 
Delaney Committee, select committee investigate 
the use chemicals foods, met consider the role 
chemicals food additives, cosmetics, fertilizers, 
and pesticides. Many experts testified that pesticide 
residues should considered entirely apart from 
additives chemicals put directly into foods. The 
hearing was completed March 1952, and the final 
report indicated need for supplemental legislation 
the field chemicals food (H. Rept. No. 2356, 
82nd Cong., 2nd sess.).

The 
procedure shall conform the procedure provided for 
the promulgation regulations establishing tolerances, 
including the appointment advisory committees.

Upon request the Department Agriculture 
person who proposes apply for experimental permit, 
the Pesticide Branch the FDA will consider available 
data and discuss their adequacy for the purpose 
justifying tolerance exemption from tolerance. 
temporary tolerance exemption from tolerance 
may issued for period designed allow the orderly 
marketing the raw agricultural commodities produced 
while the pesticide chemical being tested, provided 
the public health adequately protected during such 
marketing. 

Regarding fees, each petition for the establishment 
tolerance requires deposit $500, which $50 
for clerical handling and administrative review and 
for referral advisory committee, and $450 for 
considering the petition after has been filed. case 
petition proposes that tolerance already established 
for pesticide chemical one raw agricultural com- 
modity extended additional raw agricultural com- 
modity commodities, fee $140 required. The 
cost referral advisory committee borne 
the person making the request, and advance deposit 
$2500 required. 

procedure this new Act 
became effective July 22, 1954, The adulteration 
provisions will not become effective for least one 
year, except the case pesticide chemicals for 
which tolerances have been established. This period 
may extended for additional year the Secretary 
HEW. However, soon tolerance officially 
established for pesticide chemical, the adulteration 
provisions the new Act become effective. 

Proposed Tolerances for Fresh Fruits and Vegetables. 
The long-awaited tolerances for pesticide residues 
fresh fruits and vegetables proposed the 
Drug Administration appeared the October 20, 1954, 
issue the Federal Register. Sixty days were allowed 
for witnesses who appeared the hearings 1950 
appraise the proposed tolerances light the Miller 
amendment and any exceptions with the govern- 
ment, before the regulation would become law. Since 
the extensive findings fact and proposed regulations 
are based the 1950 hearings, they not include 
technical and research advances made since that time. 
For many pesticides the evidence available these 
hearings was not considered sufficient for the establish- 
ment tolerance. Petitions establish tolerances 
for these pesticides any new pesticides, revise 
existing tolerances would, course, processed 
under the Miller amendment. tolerances will 
set when pesticide residues are considered unsafe for 
consumers when sufficient data establish safety 
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are lacking. 

the proposed regulations the following chemicals 
used agriculture are considered constituting 
hazard man, and should, therefore, exempted from 
tolerances when applied growing crops: Several 
copper compounds including Bordeaux mixture and copper 
sulfate, petroleum oils, pyrethrum, pyrethrins, rotenone, 
derris, cube roots, ryania, sabadilla, and several 
synergists. 

the other extreme, residues the following 
pesticides shall remain fruits and vegetables, that 
is, they shall have tolerance zero: 

Calcium cyanide 

Dinitro-o-cresol 

tetraphosphate (HETP) 

pyrophosphate (TEPP) 

Hydrocyanic acid 

compounds 

Nicotine and nicotine-containing materials 

Selenium and selenium compounds 


Some these pesticides are applied crops such 
time their growth, are dissipated rapidly, that 
zero tolerance will have little effect upon the way 
which they are used insect control. Others, such 
the mercury and selenium compounds, must applied 
carefully keep the marketed crop from bearing 
any residues. 

The findings also showed that pesticides are re- 
quired cannot avoided the production fresh 
fruits and vegetables and that the proposed tolerances, 
which permit specified amount permitted pesticide 
designated fruits and vegetables moving interstate 
commerce, will safe and protect the public health.

Relation Between Miller Amendment and Entomology 
Research. The success the Miller pesticide residue 
amendment will depend large measure upon the 
cooperation between the many individuals and agencies 
who will carrying out its numerous provisions, The 
close relationship between this law and the maintenance 
abundant and high-quality fiber and food supply 
for this country should not overlooked. Pesticides 
are necessary for successful crop production. 
entomologists are particularly cognizant the 
running battle with insects which are barely ahead 
our foes. Our weapons, mostly new and outstanding 
insecticides, must used such manner 
control these devastating pests with minimum 
contamination food and with hazard whatsoever 
the public health. 

generally recognized that entomologists rely 
heavily upon insecticides for insect control and that 
each material has distinct advantages and disadvantages. 


meet our ever-pressing problems must have 
hand large group chemicals for the control 
specific insects under different climatic and ecological 
conditions, under both endemic and epidemic condi- 
tions. New problems arise continuously, and there 
need for rapid evaluation new control materials, 
both their effectiveness under various conditions 
and any hazards associated with their use. The Miller 
amendment appears fill this need for reasonably 
quick review and appraisal, the Secretary Agriculture 
certifying the usefulness pesticide and the 
Secretary HEW the establishment residue tolerances 
that will protect the public. 

inclined believe that the new legislation 
will create greater than usual demand for the conduct 
and release research information, The ever-increasing 
problem resistance insects will emphasize the 
need for the development new materials. The research 
entomologists must improve screening procedures and 
run field tests with different formulations and various 
methods dispersal that would adaptable for grower 
use. The procurement residue data throughout each 
experiment and evaluation any possible off-flavor 
marketable products any future crops that may 
grown treated soil are also essential. Rapid and 
positive results such work are predicated upon the 
development chemical and bioassay methods 
analyses suitable for the determination amounts 
residues plants, plant products, and the 
soil. These and other studies are going simultaneous- 
and all must evaluated before recommendations 
can made growers. Under the new legislation, 
soon new insecticide developed and found 
safe under certain conditions use, steps can 
taken, tolerance needed, have one established 
promptly that the potential users may take advantage 
the improvement. 

The early establishment tolerances through 
simplified procedure could well stimulate research 
insecticides. Entomologists are particularly desirous 
developing chemical control methods that will utilize 
minimum insecticide and not leave residue inimical 
human health. However, for some materials delicate 
balance may exist between effectiveness and possible 
hazard health because residue. The establishment 
tolerance would set goal for the research 
entomologist shoot at. can endeavor meet the 
tolerance through changes formulations, timing, 
method dispersal, perhaps devising method 
for residue removal. repeated attempts use 
given material below the tolerance will not control 
insect, then his time might better devoted 
other possibilities. The early establishment reason- 
able tolerances would helpful the setting 
standards guide those entomology research 
the development pest control materials that are 


sorely needed and which will not harmful public 


health.

BOOK REVIEWS 


L’ACOUSTIQUE DES ORTHOPTERES, R.-G. Busnel 
(Editor). Institut National Recherche Agronomi- 
que, Paris, France, 1955; 448 pages, 181 figs. Price 
2.800 fr. ($8.00). 


April, 1954, symposium acoustics Orthoptera 
was held Jouy-en-Josas, France, under the chairman- 
ship R.-G. Busnel, Directeur Laboratoire Phy- 
siologie Acoustique, Institut National Recherche 
Agronomique. Thirty scientists from France, Britain, 
Germany, and the United States attended, and papers 
describing their research were presented. This book 
composed those papers. 

The first part (88 pages) deals with acoustic 
tions concepts, and with instruments useful for studies 
sound production, hearing and behavior insects, 
For anyone contemplating research this field, this 
section will acquaint him with the problems involved 
the recording, amplifying and projecting insect sounds. 
The important features these sounds, far mean- 
ing insects concerned, may quite different from 
those usually considered engineers and acousticians 
producing high fidelity apparatus for ordinary use. 

The second section (192 pages) deals with the struc- 
ture and action sound-producing organs Orthoptera. 
Both stridulatory and non-stridulatory types are discuss- 
ed. There are analyses Orthoptera, indica- 
ting the range frequencies involved communication 
these insects, and descriptions behavior during 
sound-production. 

The third section (120 pages) deals with the reception 
sounds and reactions natural and artifical sounds 
Orthoptera. Here Jacobs, Autrum, Pumphrey, and 
Busnel review their studies, and attempt some tentative 
generalizations. with the other sections, howevef, 
there suggestion completeness nor attempt 
present integrated review Orthopteran acoustics. 
The purpose present data, highlight problems, 
and suggest future studies. 

The last section general bibliography about 
1,200 references sound production and reception 
insects general. This confessedly incomplete, 
consisting possibly 60% the probable total. 

interest note that the Agronomic Institute 
France has set the laboratory acoustic phy- 
siology which this symposium was held. This may 
sign things come. the past, insect control 
has been chiefly chemical means.

Borror and Dwight DeLong. 1954. 1030 pp., 


illas. Rinehart and Co., Inc., 232 Ave., New

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the preface this attractive and very substential 
book, the authors suggest that they wish emphasize 
actual work with insects, well identifications, and 
the book offered text for beginning course 
college entomology, and guide for teachers and 
others interested insects. Subject matter and the 
pages allotted each category are follows: 
Insects and their ways, anatomy, 39; metamorphosis, 
12; classification, nomenclature, and identification, 13; 
orders insects (in general, and individually), 692; 
other arthropods, 46; relation insects man, 30; 
control, 19; collecting and preserving, 41; activities 
and projects insect study, 48; glossary, 29; abbrevia- 
tions used figures, index, 50. Only brief accounts 
anatomy and physiology are given; instead, emphasis 
placed methods collecting, preserving, and the 
conduct problems, especially those with living insects. 
Most the chapters individual insect orders include 
concise suggestions the collecting and preserving 
methods best suited those particular insects. The 
view apparently held that the sonner student begins 
make collection according modern methods, learns 
begin identifications himself, and actually carries out 
insectary field problems, the better will his founda- 
tion. 

Because the current degree specialization and 
the tremendous volume existing Literature, comprehen- 
sive texts often suffer from lack review persons 
qualified appraise appropriate portions manuscripts. 
The present authors acknowledge the cooperation 
specialists who have read sections the book. Judging 
from the treatment aspects with which acquainted, 
factual information accurate, and there doubt 
that consultation with other workers added the value 
the book. The authors are both experienced teachers 
and research entomologists The Ohio State University, 
and clear that the excellent facilities and ample 
cooperation associates available there have been very 
important the book’s preparation. have noticed very 
few misspellings and other minor shortcomings. 

natural compare this book other large 
general texts written English, such those Com- 
stock, Imms, and Essig. Each book has advantages over 
the others, and none can said the without 
knowing the purpose which the potential reader has 
mind. and DeLong have placed selected re- 
ferences conveniently the end each chapter; the 
literature listed not full some readers wish, 
but conforms the scope the book, and the library 
work appears have been done thoroughly. Obscure 
families are treated lightly, and families occurring only 
foreign countries are often omitted, but, again, this 
not offered exhaustive taxonomic treatise. 

think teachers and others will profit from this book 
reference work. Whether the book choice 
regualr student text depends the nature the course 
and the teacher’s preferences. The book well illustrat- 
and very readable, not ponderous forbidding. Its 
arrangement modern and should appeal readers. 
well printed and sturdily bound. Drs. Borror and 
DeLong have contributed fine addition any Library, 
and they deserve hearty “‘well done” for their long 
labors.

The success with 
which that program being undertaken shown 
long series papers, several authors, the ecology 
and other basic aspects Australian pest species. 
was soon recognized that previous taxonomic work was 
inadequate, and cooperative plan providing for series 
comprehensive volumes Acridoidea James 
Rehn the Academy Natural Sciences Philadel- 
phia now being followed, with two volumes already 
published. The two genera here reviewed Dr. Key in- 
clude but known species, two which (Chortoicetes 
terminifera (Walk.) and Austroicetes cruciata (Sauss.) 
are considered the most important grasshoppers Aus- 
tralia. Because the occurrence gregarious phases 
and because Dr. Key’s extensive collecting and 
ecological studies, the two genera have been dealt with 
this special volume. Dr. Key’s broad background 
phases shown his 1950 paper, critique the 
phase theory (Quart.

Louis Roth and 
Edwin Willis. Smithsonian Misc. Collections, 
122, no. 12, pp. 1-49, pls. (94 photographs), 
1954.

This paper very timely, because the consider- 
able current interest cockroaches, which evidenced 
the number laboratories which they are being 
reared test animals acquire knowledge their 
literature, supplemented great deal original 
data. The whole subject, from courtship the hatched 
nymphs and egg parasites, discussed, and there are 
excellent original photographs. Surprising may 
seem even some entomologists, many the details 
the biology common pest species roaches are 
now being learned for the first time. 

One aspect roach reproduction that has had little 
general recognition among entomologists the occur- 
rence viviparity many genera, including several 
which are some importance (Pycnoscelus, Panchlora, 
Leucophaea, Blaberus, Nauphoeta). three genera 
the authors have observed the extrusion the delicately 
covered ootheca and its later rétraction into brood 
sac within the mother’s body prior the nymphs being 
born alive. Parthenogenesis apparently not rare 
among roaches previously supposed, since the authors 
report the rearing maturity females Periplaneta 
americana which hatched from unfertilized egg cases. 
Some fossil ancestors modern roaches has long 
ovipositors, but whether they deposited individual 
-eggs not definitely known. 

the introduction, attention invited several 
reports human disease organisms transmitted 
cockroaches. The latter are mainly developments 
the last years, and the potential importance these 
insects the transmission intestinal diseases 
serves publicized among entomologists.

PROJECT TAIWAN (FORMOSA) 


The 4-year island-wide malaria control project 
Taiwan completed its third year with direct 
protection 5,600,000 people residual spraying 
measures. This included all malarious areas Formosa; 
the same area will covered again the 1955 cam- 
paign. Initial spraying operations 1952 gave direct 
protection 156,000 persons. The 1953 program in- 
volved ten-fold expansion spray the homes 
1,510,000 persons.
